Section 2641b(e) of title 10, United States Code, is
amended—

(1) by redesignating paragraph (6) as para-
oraph (7); and

(2) by inserting after paragraph (5) the fol-
lowing new paragraph (6):

“(6) Children, surviving spouses, and siblings of
members of the armed forces who die while serving
in the active military, naval, or air service (as that
term is defined in section 101 of title 38).”.
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
